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N.B.  —  Persons  desiring  to  see  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long 
Island  should  secure  a  pass  at  the  office  of  the  Trustees,  28  Court  square. 

The  steamer  “Monitor”  leaves  Eastern-avenue  wharf  (north  side 
of  South  Ferry)  every  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  at  2.15  P.M. 
The  boat  is  due  at  Boston  on  the  return  trip  at  5.20  P.M.  The  wharf 
may  be  reached  by  any  Atlantic-avenue  Union  Station  car,  or  through 
Fleet  street,  from  Hanover  street.  The  Battery-street  station  on  the 
Atlantic  circuit  of  the  elevated  system  is  opposite  the  North  Ferry, 
from  which  the  South  Ferry  is  easily  reached  by  walking  about  two 
blocks  southward. 

The  Charlestown  Almshouse  is  situated  on  Alford  street,  near  the 
northern  end  of  the  Malden  Bridge,  and  may  be  reached  in  twenty 
minutes  from  Scollay  square  by  any  Everett  and  Malden  car,  or  by 
transfer  from  Sullivan  square. 

Application  for  admission  to  either  institution  should  be  made  to 
the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  28  Court  square,  Room  2, 
where  the  question  of  settlement  will  be  determined;  office  hours,  9 
to  5  o’clock  ;  on  Saturdays,  9  to  1  o’clock  (during  the  four  summer 
months — June  to  September  —  the  office'  closes  at  12  o’clock  on  Satur. 
days).  Any  person  able  to  walk  should  apply  at  that  office.  An 
ambulance  and  carriage  are  at  the  disposal  of  that  office,  and  will  be 
sent  for  persons  unable  to  walk  to  carry  them  to  the  boat. 

In  the  case  of  a  person  who  doesmot  speak  English  it  is  desirable 
that  he  should  be  accompanied  by  a  friend  who  can  interpret  when  he 
makes  his  application  at  28  Court  square. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  application  should  be  made  the  day  before 
it  is  intended  that  the  person  should  go  to  the  hospital,  or,  if  an 
emergency  case,  before  12  o’clock,  in  order  that  the  settlement  may 
be  investigated,  and  the  ambulance  or  carriage  sent,  if  necessary.

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  3, 
section  24,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Trustees  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Pauper  Insti¬ 
tutions  Department  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1908. 

The  present  Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed  on  April  29, 
organized  on  May  7  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Edward  M. 
Gallagher  chairman,  and  Miss  Mary  A.  Dierkes  secretary, 
and  on  that  day  the  administration  of  the  department  was 
transferred  to  this  Board  by  Mr.  John  B.  Martin,  Penal 
Institutions  Commissioner,  who  had  been  in  charge  since 
August  9,  1906. 

The  department  has  charge  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and 
Hospital,  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  and  the  Steamer 
“John  Howard.”  The  purchasing  for  both  institutions  is 
done  from  the  Boston  office. 

The  total  appropriation  for  the  department  for  the  year 
was  $243,435,  while  the  expenditures  amounted  to  $239,- 
109.92,  thereby  allowing  a  return  to  the  city  treasury  of 
$4,325.06. 

The  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital  is  in  charge  of  Mr. 
James  F.  English,  superintendent,  although  on  January  29 
the  Trustees  were  notified  of  his  intention  to  tender  his 
resignation  on  February  1,  1908. 
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During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several  changes  in 
the  Visiting  Medical  Staff,  resignations  having  been  received 
from  the  following  physicians :  Edwin  A.  Locke,  M.D., 
assistant  visiting  physician  ;  Louis  P.  O’Donnell,  M.D.,  assist¬ 
ant  visiting  neurologist,  and  Simeon  B.  Wolbach,  pathologist. 
The  following  appointments  on  the  staff  have  been  made : 
Richard  Dexter,  M.D.,  assistant  visiting  physician  ;  John  J. 
Hurley,  M.D.,  visiting  aurist;  Edwin  N.  Kent,  D.M.D., 
visiting  oral  surgeon;  A.  Rocke  Robertson,  M.D.,  pathologist, 
and  H.  M.  Swift,  M.D.,  assistant  visiting  neurologist.  Owing 
to  the  acceptance  of  a  position  at  the  Danvers  Insane  Llospi- 
tal,  Dr.  Swift  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  Staff  on  January  31. 

At  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  George  W.  Holmes,  M.D., 
succeeded  Nathan  P.  Thayer  as  resident  physician,  the  latter 
having  resigned  on  July  1. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valuable 
services  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  and  the  cordial 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  its  president  and  secretary. 
The  work  of  the  Resident  Medical  Staff  has  been  most 
satisfactory  and  has  been  appreciated  by  the  Trustees. 

The  force  at  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  one  farmer,  one  fireman,  one 
matron  and  a  chief  clerk,  all  of  which  positions  the  Trustees 
believed  to  be  necessary.  The  farmer  replaces  a  herdsman, 
which  position  was  discontinued  so  that  this  appointment  did 
not  increase  the  number  of  employees.  The  position  of  chief 
clerk  is  not  a  new  one,  but  has  been  vacant  for  some  time. 
Except  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  sliding  scale  of  salaries  in 
force  when  they  took  charge  of  the  department,  the  Trustees 
have  allowed  no  increases  in  salaries. 

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Long  Island 
Institution  for  the  year  1907-08  was  1160,000,  to  yrhich  $35 
was  added  on  account  of  condemned  cattle.  The  expendi¬ 
tures  amounted  to  but  $153,996.97,  showing  a  balance  of 
$6,038.03,  a  portion  of  which  was  transferred  to  other  appro¬ 
priations  of  the  department. 

The  average  daily  population  at  Long  Island  has  been  as 
follows  :

The  per  capita  expense  per  week  in  the  hospital  has  been 
$5.40. 
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The  per  capita  expense  per  week  in  the  almshouse  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  $2.82. 

The  per  capita  expense  in  the  entire  institution  has  been 
$3.74  per  week. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports  of  the  department, 
additional  hospital  accommodation  is  needed  at  Long  Island. 
For  many  months  it  has  been  necessary  to  limit  the  number 
of  hospital  admissions  to  the  number  of  vacant  beds,  and 
many  sick  people  are  kept  waiting  because  there  are  no 
vacancies,  for  it  is  not  practicable  to  care  for  hospital  cases 
in  the  almshouse  department. 

Patients  suffering  from  many  general  diseases  are  not 
received  at  any  other  hospital,  and  the  demand  for  beds  at 
the  Long  Island  Hospital  became  so  great  in  the  fall  of  the 
year  that  some  measures  were  necessary  to  provide  them. 
The  Trustees  found  that  it  had  been  customary  to  admit 
phthisis  patients,  on  the  male  side  of  the  hospital,  to  a  ward 
where  there  were  general  cases,  which  they  believed  to  be  a 
menace  to  other  patients  in  the  ward,  as  a  certain  inter¬ 
mingling  of  the  patients  could  not  be  prevented.  In  October 
Ward  B  was  cleared  of  all  consumptive  patients,  and  since 
then  it  has  been  devoted  to  general  cases  only.  At  that 
time  some  extra  beds  were  placed  in  the  consumptive  wards, 
so  that  while  the  number  of  beds  for  male  general  patients 
was  increased  to  the  full  capacity  of  Wards  A  and  B  the 
number  of  male  phthisis  beds  was  decreased  by  but  six. 

The  removal  of  the  consumptive  patients  from  the  general 
wards  was  something  that  the  Trustees  believed  should  be 
done  without  delay,  as  they  felt  that  there  was  a  grave 
responsibility  resting  upon  any  board  of  trustees  having  in  its 
charge  the  care  of  sick  people  to  see  that  every  possible 
source  of  contagion  was  removed.  With  three  wards  for 
consumptives  in  an  entirely  separate  building,  the  Trustees 
felt  that  they  were  not  justified  in  placing  consumptive  patients 
in  either  Whrd  A  or  Ward  B  (the  only  two  wards  in  the 
hospital  for  male  general  cases),  where  there  was  a  constant 
passing  of  patients  between  the  wards. 

With  a  view  of  increasing  the  hospital  accommodation,  and 
at  the  same  time  providing  a  recreation  hall  for  officers,  plans 
are  under  consideration  for  the  remodeling  of  the  old  power 
house  in  the  rear  of  the  men’s  building,  by  which  thirty-two 
sleeping  rooms  for  officers  and  a  recreation  hall  can  be  pro¬ 
vided.  If  the  funds  are  forthcoming  for  these  alterations, 
the  cost  of  which  is  estimated  at  $10,000,  many  employees 
who  are  now  living  in  the  hospital  can  be  removed  to  the 
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men’s  building,  and  the  rooms  thus  vacated  can  be  used  as 
single  or  isolating  rooms  for  patients  or  be  remodeled  into 
additional  wards.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  change  can 
be  made,  as  the  hospital  has  been  unable  to  meet  the  demands 
made  upon  it  for  a  long  time. 

On  Tuesday,  June  25,  the  graduating  exercises  of  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  were  held 
in  the  chapel  at  Long  Island.  The  graduating  class  was 
addressed  by  Rev.  William  B.  Toulmin,  Chaplain,  Dr.  E.  W. 
Taylor,  Secretary  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  awarded  diplomas 
to  the  ten  graduates.  In  the  evening  a  dance  was  given  for 
the  friends  of  the  nurses.  The  untiring  and  faithful  work 
of  the  nurses  deserves  much  credit  and  has  been  appreciated 
by  the  Trustees.  Increased  accommodations  for  nurses  should 
be  provided  as  soon  as  possible,  as  the  Nurses’  Home  is 
entirely  inadequate  for  the  present  force  of  nurses,  and  makes 
an  increase  in  the  force  practically  impossible.  If  the  changes 
in  the  old  power  house  can  be  made,  additional  accommo¬ 
dations  for  the  nurses  can  be  arranged. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Professor  James  O.  Jordan, 
Inspector  of  Milk  of  the  Health  Department,  various  supplies 
have  been  tested,  such  as  milk,  vinegar,  butter  and  liquor, 
and  the  tuberculin  test  has  been  applied  to  the  entire  herd  of 
cattle,  eleven  of  which  were  condemned.  Various  suggestions 
made  by  Professor  Jordan  have  been  carried  out,  and  the 
barn  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected.  A  milk 
tank  has  been  built,  and  a  milk  room,  entirely  separate  from 
the  main  barn,  will  be  arranged  for  as  soon  as  possible,  in 
order  that  the  milk  may  be  protected  from  dust.  A  very 
interesting  lecture  was  given  at  Long  Island  by  Professor 
Jordan  on  the  milk  question. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  acknowledge  the  courteous  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  in  the  boat  ser¬ 
vice,  and  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  furnishing 
a  substitute  boat  when  the  Steamer  “John  Howard”  was 
undergoing  repairs. 

To  the  chaplains,  whose  earnest  work  and  constant  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  inmates  has  brought 
strength  and  comfort  to  many,  and  to  the  employees,  whose 
faithfulness  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  has  been  of  great 
assistance,  the  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  sincere 
thanks. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  break  the  monotony  of  life  at 
Long  Island  by  arranging  theatre  parties  for  one  or  two  even- 
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ings  in  each  month.  The  employees  are  taken  to  the  city  in 
the  Steamer  “  John  Howard,”  and  the  return  trip  is  made 
late  in  the  evening. 

On  account  of  frequent  changes  among  the  employees  at 
the  Long  Island  institution,  the  custom  of  closing  the  pay¬ 
roll  for  the  entire  month  on  the  fifteenth  has  been  the  cause 
of  more  or  less  inconvenience  to  the  department,  as  it  in¬ 
volves  corrections  and  changes  during  the  remainder  of  the 
month.  The  Trustees  feel  that  a  return  to  the  former  plan 
of  closing  the  pay-roll  on  the  fifteenth  and  including  pay¬ 
ments  to  that  date  only  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  department. 

New  ranges  have  been  installed  in  the  men’s  and  women’s 
buildings,  the  one  in  the  former  building  having  three  and 
the  one  in  the  latter  having  two  ovens.  The  old  ranges  were 
in  a  deplorable  condition,  and  the  installation  of  the  new 
ones  will  greatly  facilitate  the  cooking  in  these  departments, 
and  make  possible  a  saving  of  perhaps  50  per  cent,  in  the 
fuel  consumed. 

One  of  the  first  improvements  made  by  the  present  Board 
of  Trustees  was  the  installation  of  scales  in  the  coal  shed 
and  also  in  the  power-house,  and  the  appointment  of  two 
officers  of  the  institution  as  sworn  weighers  of  coal,  so  that 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  institution  accurate 
weights  for  all  coal  received  can  be  ascertained.  Accurate 
account  can  also  be  kept  of  the  consumption  of  coal.  In  the 
interest  of  economy  greater  storage  capacity  for  coal  should  be 
provided,  in  order  that  it  may  be  possible  to  purchase  and  house 
a  year’s  supply  in  the  summer,  and  thus  avoid  the  necessity  of 
purchasing  coal  when  the  season  is  unfavorable  for  delivering 
same  and  the  prices  are  high.  A  further  saving  could  be 
secured  by  the  installation  of  an  engine  on  the  Long  Island 
wharf  for  the  discharging  of  coal  from  vessels.  At  the 
present  time  it  costs  the  department  45  cents  per  ton  for 
discharging,  whereas  if  the  department  had  an  equipment  of 
its  own  the  cost  of  discharging  would  be  about  one  half.  It 
is  believed  that  there  is  a  great  waste  of  coal  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  the  fire-pump  is  located  at  so  great  a  distance 
from  the  power-house,  and  much  steam  is  lost  from  condensa¬ 
tion,  particularly  in  cold  weather.  An  electric  pump  which 
could  be  operated  by  a  switch  at  the  power-house  would  be 
much  more  satisfactory,  and  would  save  considerable  in  fuel. 

In  addition  to  the  weighers  of  coal,  sworn  weighers  of 
beef  and  hay  have  been  appointed  at  Long  Island. 

A  new  receiving  tank  has  been  installed  in  the  power¬ 
house  and  the  brick  work  on  five  of  the  boilers  has  been 
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renewed.  Sun  platforms  have  been  built  across  the  ends  of 
the  centre  and  east  wings  of  the  main  hospital,  and  the  plat¬ 
forms  of  the  consumptives’  hospital  have  been  extended  the 
entire  length  of  the  building.  Two  of  the  platforms  have 
been  equipped  with  awnings. 

The  superintendent’s  house  has  been  renovated  by  paper¬ 
ing  and  tinting  many  of  the  rooms. 

A  machine  shop  for  the  engineers  department  has  been 
built,  adjacent  to  the  power-house,  and  a  dining-room  for 
officers  in  the  men’s  building  has  been  completed. 

New  machinery  is  needed  in  the  laundry,  and  arrangements 
are  now  being  made  for  the  purchase  of  a  washing  machine, 
extractor  and  mangle. 

The  roof  of  the  main  hospital  is  in  poor  condition  and 
should  be  reshingled. 

Work  on  the  sea-wall,  which  was  discontinued  some  time 
ago,  should  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  Trustees 
intend  to  take  up  the  work  as  soon  as  the  weather  will 
permit,  as  the  continual  washing  away  of  the  embankment 
by  the  women’s  building  is  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  that 
building. 

In  order  to  secure  the  best  possible  protection  from  fire  in 
the  main  hospital  building,  parapet  walls  with  fire  doors 
should  be  placed  in  the  long  corridor.  Unless  this  is  done, 
there  would  be  no  way  of  stopping  a  fire  should  it  get  started 
in  this  building. 

While  it  has  been  customary  in  the  past  to  admit  to  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  a  few  children,  wards  of  the  city,  the 
Trustees  do  not  believe  that  children  should  be  sent  to  an 
almshouse  hospital,  unless  they  are  admitted  with  the  mother, 
and  would  strongly  urge  that  suitable  accommodations  be 
provided  by  the  city  where  such  children  can  receive  hospital 
treatment  without  being  admitted  to  an  almshouse.  For  any 
child,  the  association  with  the  older  inmates  of  an  almshouse 
cannot  be  beneficial,  and  it  is  a  pity  to  place  a  child  in  an 
almshouse  because  medical  care  is  needed. 

The  steamer  “  John  Howard”  cannot  with  safety  serve  the 
department  much  longer.  A  new  boat  is  absolutely  necessary 
and  should  be  provided  without  delay.  The  boat  is  costly  to 
maintain,  on  account  of  the  need  of  frequent  and  extensive 
repairs,  and  the  consequent  irregularities  in  the  schedule 
interfere  with  the  service  of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff  and 
the  work  of  the  department.  During  the  past  year  $2,157.52 
has  been  paid  for  repairs,  which  is  equivalent  to  the  interest 
on  $43,150  at  5  per  cent.  In  the  year  1906-07  the  cost  of 
repairs  was  $2,121.75,  and  in  the  year  1905-06,  $2,213.83. 
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The  Trustees  have  consulted  reputable  ship  builders,  who 
place  the  valuation  of  the  “John  Howard  ”  as  not  over  four 
thousand  dollars,  as  it  could  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  other 
than  the  present.  It  does  not  appear  to  be  true  economy  to 
maintain,  at  an  annual  expense  of  over  eight  thousand  dollars, 
a  boat -valued  at  not  over  four  thousand,  the  repairs  on  which 
cost  more  each  year. than  the  interest  on  the  money  necessary 
to  build  a  new  boat. 

An  appropriation  of  $16,500  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
wharf  has  been  made,  and  this  work  will  be  begun  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Morris,  who  for  ten  years  has  held  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Superintendent  of  Nurses  of  the  Training  School  of 
the  Long  Island  Hospital,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  on  July  1,  to 
succeed  Miss  Sarah  G.  Weeden,  who  resigned  after  a  service 
of  nine  years. 

Miss  Margaret  Chisholm,  who  is  a  graduate  of  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  has  served 
as  head  nurse  at  the  hospital  for  several  years,  has  been 
appointed  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  to  succeed  Miss  Morris. 

A  new  12  to  15  horse  power  engine  is  now  being  installed 
for  the  laundry  at  the  Charlestown  Almshouse.  This  gives 
considerable  more  power  than  the  old  engine,  which  was  not 
large  enough  to  operate  all  the  machinery  at  once. 

The  walls  of  the  sun-rooms,  which  were  brick  and  un¬ 
painted,  have  been  painted,  thereby  brightening  the  rooms 
and  rendering  them  much  more  cheerful. 

Besides  the  inmates  of  the  almshouses  at  Long  Island  and 
Charlestown,  the  department  pays  the  board  of  a  number  of 
patients  in  various  institutions.  On  January  1,  1908,  there 
were  11  charges  of  the  department  at  the  Massachusetts  State 
Sanatorium  at  Rutland,  106  at  the  Massachusetts  School  for 
the  Feeble-Minded,  37  at  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epi¬ 
leptics,  17  at  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  and  8  at  the 
State  Hospital,  Tewksbury. 

The  applications  for  payment  of  board  at  the  Massachusetts 
State  Sanatorium  are  increasing,  and  the  Trustees  feel  that  in 
cases  where  public  aid  seems  necessary  it  is  economy  for  the 
the  city  to  pay  board  for  a  few  months’  treatment  at  Rutland, 
with  the  possibility  of  effecting  a  cure,  or  at  least  arresting 
the  progress  of  the  disease,  and  thus  guarding  against  per¬ 
manent  dependence  on  the  part  of  the  applicant,  who  might 
become  a  charge  of  the  cit}7  for  life.  At  the  same  time,  they 
feel  that  the  support  of  patients  at  Rutland  is  a  line  of  work 
which  should  lie  in  the  hands  of  either  the  Consumptives’ 
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Hospital  Department  or  the  Board  of  Health.  From  the  best 
advice  the  Trustees  have  received,  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  consumption  is  a  contagious  disease,  and  it  is  so  defined 
in  section  2,  chapter  386,  of  the  Acts  of  1907.  It  would 
seem  that  instead  of  being  obliged  to  make  application  to 
the  Pauper  Department  for  assistance  in  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis,  persons  suffering  from  this  disease  should  seek 
relief  through  the  Board  of  Health,  as  in  cases  of  smallpox, 
or  through  the  Consumptives’  Hospital  Department. 

The  Trustees  would  recommend  the  following  loan  appro¬ 
priations  for  this  department  :

The  report  of  the  Boston  Almshouse  and  Hospital,  at 
Long  Island,  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1908,  is  here¬ 
with  respectfully  submitted,  together  with  such  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  may  tend  to  the  better  care  and  condition  of  the 
inmates,  and  also  to  increase  the  value  of  the  plant.

The  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one,  and  the  inmates 
have  shown  their  appreciation  of  good  care  and  treatment  by 
their  willing  response  to  aid  in  any  work  which  they  are  able 
to  perform.  Among  the  many  permanent  improvements  may 
be  mentioned  the  erection  of  two  sun  platforms  with  awnings, 
at  the  centre  and  east  wings  of  the  main  hospital,  and  two 
sun  platforms  running  the  extreme  length  of  two  wings  of 
the  new  hospital.  A  dining-room  for  officers  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  men’s  building.  An  addition  to  the  power¬ 
house  has  also  been  built,  which  is  to  be  used  as  a  repair 
shop.  Two  scales  for  the  weighing  of  coal  have  been 
installed,  one  at  the  coal  shed  at  the  back  wharf,  and  the 
other  in  the  power-house.  A  new  receiving  tank  has  been 
placed  in  the  power-house.  A  bath-room  with  a  shower- 
bath,  toilet  and  sink  has  been  added  to  Ward  K  of  the 
hospital. 

The  repairs  have  been  various  and  numerous.  The  rear 
portion  of  the  chapel  has  been  clapboarded.  The  roof  of  an 
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ell  of  the  main  hospital  and  part  of  the  boiler-house  has  been 
tarred  and  gravelled.  Considerable  renovating  and  painting 
has  been  done  throughout  all  the  buildings. 

The  farm  was  not  as  productive  as  I  hoped  for  the  past 
year,  owing  to  the  very  dry  weather  during  the  summer. 
Our  herd  has  been  diminished  by  the  loss  of  eighteen  head, 
eleven  being  from  tubercular  and  seven  from  other  causes, 
leaving  us  at  present  with  twenty-three  head,  where  we 
should  have  fifty. 

I  would  again  renew  my  report  on  the  recommendation  for 
accommodation  of  tuberculosis  patients.  The  number  here 
at  the  present  time  is  far  in  excess  of  the  accommodations. 
This  is  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  other  patients,  and 
steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  isolate  all  these  cases,  and 
ultimately  to  remove  them  from  the  institution. 

The  inmates  have  been  entertained  on  an  average  of  once 
a  month  by  various  parties  who  have  volunteered  their  ser¬ 
vices.  Two  band  concerts  have  been  given  during  the 
summer  by  the  Municipal  Band. 

I  would  renew  my  recommendations  in  last  year’s  report 
for  a  new  sewing-room,  and  also  recommend  the  addition  of  a 
sun-room  to  the  women’s  building. 

In  my  last  report  I  made  mention  of  the  work  on  the 
embankment  in  the  rear  of  the  women’s  building.  A  tem¬ 
porary  riprap  wall  has  been  built  for  a  distance  of  about  two 
hundred  feet. 

I  would  renew  also  my  previous  recommendation  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  altering  the  old  boiler-house,  in  order  to  furnish  a 
cold  storage  plant,  a  recreation  and  entertainment  hall,  and 
sleeping  rooms  for  the  officers. 

I  would  recommend  the  new  electric  lighting  system, 
started  some  time  ago,  be  brought  to  as  early  completion  as 
possible.  The  present  local  telephone  service  is  very  poor, 
and  I  would  suggest  a  more  up-to-date  system  be  installed. 

The  religious  welfare  of  the  inmates  has  been  carefully 
attended  to  by  the  Rev.  Matthew  McDonald,  S.J.,  and  the 
Rev.  William  B.  Toulmin. 

My  thanks  are  tendered  to  those  who  have  donated  books 
and  papers,  or  who  have  aided  those  in  my  charge.  Also  to 
my  officers  for  the  work  they  have  performed  with  care  and 
diligence.  I  desire  also  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  their  co-operation  and  advice  in 
rendering  invaluable  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown  District, 

Boston,  Mass,  January  31,  1908. 

To  the  Board  of  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  : 

I  have  the  .  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse,  for  the  six  months  (July  1,  1907, 
to  January  31,  1908)  which  have  passed  since  I  assumed 
the  position  of  superintendent  of  this  institution. 

Coming  here  July  1,  1907,  I  soon  found  it  necessary,  in 
order  that  the  institution  should  not  lower  its  former  high 
standard,  to  make  some  repairs  and  improvements.  One  of 
the  first  things  to  be  attended  to  was  the  barn,  the  roof  and 
sides  of  which  we  have  had  shingled. 

The  painting  of  the  interior  of  both  sun-rooms  was  the 
next  much-needed  improvement.  This  has  been  done,  with 
the  result  that  both  these  rooms  are  brighter  and  cheerier  than 
ever  before.  In  the  laundry,  where  the  irons  were  formerly 
heated  by  gas  —  a  wasteful  and  dangerous  system  —  we 
have  installed  electric  irons.  In  the  kitchen,  new  piping  has 
replaced  the  old  and  worn-out  piping  of  the  steam  kettles. 
The  apartments  of  the  superintendent  have  been  painted  and 
papered,  and  at  present  the  whole  interior  of  the  institution 
is  being  painted. 

All  these  improvements  have  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
institution,  and  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  both 
inmates  and  officers.  In  order  still  further  to  render  the 
work  of  the  institution  what  it  should  be,  I  respectfully  sug¬ 
gest  the  following  needs : 

1.  New  floors  in  the  attic,  three  rooms  on  top  floor  and 
room  in  superintendent’s  house. 

2.  New  terrazzo  floors  in  inmates’  dining-rooms. 

3.  New  roofs  on  both  sun-rooms. 

4.  New  heating  apparatus  to  replace  old  boiler  in  front 
cellar. 

5.  New  fence  on  west  side  of  yard. 

6.  A  new  sea-wall  on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds. 

This  last  is  very  important,  as  the  tide  is  washing  away 

the  land  on  that  side. 
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I  am  gratified  that  the  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  so 
generally  good.  We  have  had  only  three  deaths  in  the  past 
six  months.  Cases  of  grip  have  been  numerous,  but  not 
serious. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  clergy,  who  have  held  services 
in  the  institution  at  various  times,  and,  also,  to  tire  kind 
friends  who  have  visited  us  and  entertained  the  inmates. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  find  the  officers  of 
the  institution  so  loyal  and  earnest  in  their  work. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  courtesy 
and  kindness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF  OF  THE 

LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Boston,  January  31,  1908. 

To  the  Board  of  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  : 

The  medical  conditions  at  the  Long  Island  Institution 
during  the  past  year  have  remained  satisfactory.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  actual  status  of  the  Hospital  is  still  unde¬ 
termined,  the  feeling  is  apparently  growing  that  the  Institu¬ 
tion  as  a  whole  must  be  regarded  as  a  refuge  for  the  sick  and 
infirm  rather  than  as  a  mere  asylum  for  those  incapable  of  self- 
support.  In  other  words,  the  hospital  idea,  upon  which 
insistance  has  been  laid  from  year  to  year,  is,  we  believe,  tak¬ 
ing  a  firmer  hold  upon  those  immediately  concerned  with  the 
management  of  the  Institution  as  well  as  upon  the  public. 
It  remains  a  misfortune  that  worthy  persons,  incapacitated 
by  disease,  are  still  required  to  declare  themselves  paupers, 
in  the  technical  sense  of  that  term,  before  securing  admission 
to  the  hospital.  So  long  as  the  law  demands  this  acknowl¬ 
edgment  on  the  part  of  those  seeking  admission  to  the  hospi¬ 
tal  it  must  fail  of  its  completest  work.  Although  we  have 
no  immediate  plan  to  suggest  by  which  this  obvious  injustice 
to  the  chronic  sick  may  be  overcome,  it  nevertheless  seems 
desirable  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  from  year  to  year  in  the 
hope  that  an  enlightened  public  opinion  may  ultimately  find 
a  way  to  provide  adequate  hospital  accommodations  for  those 
suffering  from  chronic  disease,  and  on  precisely  the  same 
basis  as  such  privileges  are  accorded  to  the  acutely  ill. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  hospital  is  in  a  measure  a  neces¬ 
sary  evil,  and  one  difficult  to  rectify.  We  beg,  however,  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  possibility  of  establishing  so-called 
“infirmary  wards  ”  at  the  men’s  dormitory  and  in  the  wom¬ 
en’s  building.  Such  wards  would  serve  as  a  transition 
between  the  dormitories  in  which  the  patients  require  no 
definite  nursing  and  the  hospital  where  those  seriously  ill 
and  demanding  careful  nursing  must  be  accommodated. 
It  is,  on  the  one  hand,  unfortunate  that  the  beds  in  the  hos¬ 
pital  proper  should  be  taken  by  patients  who  might  be  as  well 
cared  for  in  an  infirmary  ward,  although  demanding  more 
attention  than  could  be  given  in  the  dormitorv.  On  the 
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other  haqd,  many  persons  must  now  be  kept  at  the  dormi¬ 
tories  who  should  have  a  certain  amount  of  personal  attention 
such  as  could  be  provided  in  an  infirmary  ward.  In  general, 
therefore,  we  believe  that  such  wards  would  serve  to  relieve 
both  the  hospital  and  the  dormitories  and  would  fill  a  place 
of  distinct  usefulness  in  the  general  management  of  the 
inmates.  Were  such  infirmary  wards  established,  one  or,  at 
most,  two  nurses  would  be  required  to  care  for  them.  This 
would  slightly  increase  the  nursing  force  at  the  Institution, 
but  beyond  this  would  entail  small  outlay  either  on  the  finan¬ 
cial  side  or  in  the  number  of  employees. 

The  inadequate  accommodation  for  nurses  remains  a  prob¬ 
lem  of  much  importance.  As  we  have  frequently  pointed 
out,  the  nursing  at  such  an  institution  is  peculiarly  exacting 
and  difficult.  It  is  therefore  desirable  not  only  that  the 
nurses  should  be  sufficient  in  number  to  meet  the  demands 
which  must  of  necessity  be  made  upon  them,  but  also,  when 
off  duty,  that  they  should  have  adequate  privacy  and  comfort 
in  the  rooms  provided  for  them.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be 
possible  in  the  near  future  to  so  extend  sleeping  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  the  nurses  that  their  number  may  be  reasonably 
increased  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  the  hospital. 
The  work  of  the  nurses,  although  carried  on  under  certain 
disadvantages,  has  been  admirable,  and  has  provided  an 
excellent  preparation  for  the  work  of  private  nursing  which 
many  of  them  have  later  entered.  The  Training  School, 
developed  through  the  energy  and  patience  of  its  former  super¬ 
intendent,  Miss  Morris,  has  been  ably  carried  on  by  her  suc¬ 
cessor,  Miss  Chisholm,  who  has  brought  to  her  work  a  long 
experience,  first  as  a  pupil  nurse  and  later  as  a  head  nurse  at 
the  Long  Island  Institution. 

The  need  of  a  new  boat  is  apparent.  The  age  and  size  of 
the  present  boat  are  both  disadvantages.  Repairs  must  often 
be  made,  which  removes  the  boat  for  varying  periods  of  time 
from  active  service.  It  is  evident  that  the  possibility  of 
frequent  medical  visits  from  the  Visiting  Staff  to  Long  Island 
depends  very  largely  upon  the  facility  of  transportation.  We 
believe  frequent  visits  are  desirable,  and,  while  fully  recog¬ 
nizing  the  efforts  made  by  your  Board  toward  securing  the 
convenience  of  the  Medical  Staff,  we  nevertheless  wish  to 
call  to  your  attention  the  very  great  improvement  which 
would  result  from  a  more  adequate  boat. 

The  medical  service  has  not  changed  materially  during  the 
past  year.  Six  house  officers  are  now  appointed  yearly  by 
competitive  examination.  The  number  and  character  of  the 
applicants  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  and  there  seems  no 
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reason  to  anticipate  difficulty  in  securing  excellent  men  for 
this  service  in  the  future.  During  the  year  Dr.  George  W. 
Holmes  succeeded  Dr.  Nathan  P.  Thayer  as  resident  physi¬ 
cian.  Dr.  Thayer’s  service  was  characterized  by  devotion  to 
the  interests  of  the  hospital  and  a  thoroughly  conscientious 
performance  of  his  duties.  He  resigned  to  enter  private 
practice  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  Dr.  Holmes,  who  holds 
the  position  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Thayer, 
has  proved  a  most  able  officer,  tactful,  discreet,  and  with  a 
complete  understanding  of  the  duties  of  his  position.  We 
see  no  reason  to  retract  our  former  statement  that  the  con¬ 
centration  of  authority  in  one  resident  physician  is  desirable. 
We  wish  again  to  express  the  opinion  that  the  resident  medi¬ 
cal  officer  should  be  entirely  free  from  executive  duties  and 
should  confine  himself  wholly  to  the  medical  side  of  his 
work.  The  division  of  executive  duty,  as  now  arranged,  we 
believe  does  not  conduce  to  the  best  interests  of  the  hospital 
or  the  institution  at  large. 

During  the  year,  Dr.  L.  P.  O’Donnell,  assistant  visiting 
neurologist,  resigned  his  position,  which  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Henry  M.  Swift.  Dr.  Swift,  unfor¬ 
tunately  for  the  hospital,  has  also  resigned,  after  an  active 
service  of  several  months,  to  accept  the  position  of  first 
assistant  physician  at  the  Danvers  Insane  Hospital.  An 
appointment  which  we  are  confident  will  meet  a  decided  need 
at  the  hospital  is  that  of  Dr.  Edwin  N.  Kent  as  oral  sur¬ 
geon,  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  visiting  surgeon. 
Dr.  Richard  Dexter  has  been  appointed  an  assistant  visiting 
physician,  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Locke,  resigned. 
It  is  fitting  in  this  place  to  speak  of  the  long  service  of  Dr. 
Locke  as  assistant  visiting  physician,  and  of  his  constant 
interest  in  the  hospital.  His  resignation,  necessitated  by 
stress  of  other  work,  is  a  decided  loss  to  the  institution. 

We  wish,  finally,  to  express  our  appreciation  to  your 
Board  for  its  willing  co-operation  toward  the  betterment  of 
medical  conditions  at  Long  Island.  Your  attitude  has  made 
possible  the  work  of  the  Visiting  Staff,  and  has  done  much 
to  encourage  it  in  further  and  continued  efforts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown,  Mass.,  January  31,  1908. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Morris, 

Superintendent  Charlestown  Almshouse ,  Charlestown : 

I  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1908. 

The  majority  of  the  patients  have  been  treated  at  the  dis¬ 
pensary.  Every  trouble,  no  matter  how  trivial,  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention. 

Many  patients  have  been  treated  in-  the  hospital  with 
satisfactory  results.  Sixteen  cases  have  been  transferred  to 
Long  Island  for  special  hospital  care,  and  three  cases  have 
been  sent  to  other  institutions  for  special  treatment. 

We  have  had  six  deaths  in  the  year,  five  women  and  one 
man  —  two  women,  ages  seventy-one  and  seventy-nine,  died 
of  cerebral  hemorrhage;  two  others  died  of  heart  disease," 
ages  eighty-six  and  ninety-one ;  the  other  woman  died  of 
arterio  sclerosis,  age  seventy-six ;  the  man  died  of  valvular 
heart  disease,  age  sixty-one. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  the  matrons  of  the  medical  depart¬ 
ment  for  your  assistance  in  taking  care  of  the  patients.

Pauper  Institutions  Department. 
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LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR 

NURSES. 


This  training  school  is  established  to  give  a  systematic 
two  years’  course  of  training  and  practice  to  women  desirous 
of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

The  school  is  connected  with  the  Poston  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  on  Long  Island,  in  Boston  Harbor.  The  hospital 
buildings  are  modern  in  all  their  appointments,  and  contain 
three  hundred  beds. 

The  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  and  hospital  has 
the  general  supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  school, 
and  application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  him.  The 
superintendent  of  nurses  has  the  immediate  charge  of  all 
the  nursing  in  the  hospital,  of  all  persons  employed  in  the 
wards,  and  also  is  responsible  for  the  instruction  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  pupils  in  the  training  school. 

The  course  of  training  requires  two  years,  and  includes 
general  medical,  surgical,  maternity  and  infant  nursing. 

A  fixed  course  of  instruction  is  given,  including  lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  practical  points  by  the  medical  and 
surgical  staff’,  recitations  on  these  and  from  text  books,  but 
chiefly  the  daily  instruction  from  the  superintendent  of 
nurses  and  the  graduate  head  nurses,  and  the  accurate  daily 
drill  in  the  wards  and  operating  room. 

The  instruction  includes  the  general  care  of  the  sick,  the 
making  of  beds,  changing  bed  and  body  linen,  managing  of 
helpless  patients  in  bed,  etc. ;  bathing,  prevention  and  dressing 
of  bed  sores,  the  making  and  applying  of  bandages,  applying 
of  fomentations  and  poultices  and  minor  dressing,  cupping,  the 
administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  the  female  catheter. 
The  pupils  are  also  given  lessons  in  massage.  Maternity 
nursing  is  taught  by  practice  in  the  confinement  rooms, 
which  includes  digital  examination  of  patients.  Instruction 
is  also  given  the  pupils  how  to  act  in  the  various  emer¬ 
gencies  which  arise  in  child  bed.  Pupils  are  taught  how  to 
cook  and  serve  food  for  the  sick  in  a  proper  manner,  the 
feeding  of  helpless  patients,  and  the  feeding  and  preparation 
of  food  for  infants. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  the  best  practical  methods  of 
supplying  fresh  air,  of  warming  and  ventilating  sick  rooms  in 
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a  proper  manner,  and  the  way  to  take  care  of  sick  rooms  for 
the  best  good  and  comfort  of  the  patient ;  in  keeping  all 
utensils  and  appliances  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected ;  in 
making  accurate  observations  of  the  pulse,  temperature,  res¬ 
piration,  expectorations,  the  secretions  and  state  of  the  skin  ; 
of  mental  conditions  as  to  delirium,  dementia,  etc. ;  of  the 
condition  as  to  sleep,  appetite,  effects  of  diet  or  of  stimulants 
and  medicines,  and  in  the  managing  of  cases  of  senility  and 
senile  dementia.  Pupils  are  taught  the  administering  of 
medicines  and  the  application  of  external  remedies  ;  how  to 
take  notes  on  cases,  the  making  up  of  a  nurse’s  record,  and 
the  reports  to  the  attending  physician. 

Candidates  will  be  received  between  the  ages  of  twenty- 
one  and  thirty  years.  They  must  be  of  sound  health.  They 
should  send  a  brief  personal  history,  and  give  the  names  and 
addresses  of  responsible  persons,  not  of  their  own  kin,  who 
know  their  good  character  and  capabilities.  Upon  the 
approved  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  they  will 
be  received  for  four  months  on  probation. 

At  the  end  of  the  four  months,  candidates,  if  considered 
satisfactory  to  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  hospital,  are 
permitted  to  join  the  school  upon  signing  an  agreement  to 
complete  the  prescribed  course  of  two  years  and  to  conform 
to  all  rules. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  authorities  of  the  hospital  to 
terminate  at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  pupil  for  ineffi¬ 
ciency,  misconduct,  generally  unsatisfactory  record,  or  for  any 
other  reason  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

While  the  education  and  training  which  are  afforded  are 
intended  to  be  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services,  there  is 
given  the  pupils,  toward  defraying  their  necessary  personal 
expenses,  ten  dollars  per  month  during  the  first  year  and 
twelve  dollars  per  month  for  the  second  year. 

If  pupils  successfully  fulfil  the  requirements  for  the  full 
term  of  two  years,  and  pass  the  necessary  examinations,  they 
will,  upon  the  termination  of  their  service,  receive  the  diploma 
of  the  hospital. 

There  are  no  fixed  dates  for  the  beginning  of  service,  but 
accepted  candidates  may  enter  whenever  vacanies  occur. 
Pupils  are  required  after  they  join  the  school  to  wear  the 
training  school  uniform  and  regulation  shoes.

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APPENDIX  II. 


Chapter  395  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  as  Amended  by  Chapter  551 

of  the  Acts  of  1897 . 


An  Act  to  establish  separate  departments  of  the  city  of 

BOSTON  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  CHILDREN,  PAUPERS,  INSANE  PER¬ 
SONS  AND  CRIMINALS. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Children’s  Institutions  Department,  the  Pau¬ 
per  Institutions  Department,  the  Insane  Hospital  Department  and 
the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
are  hereby  created  as  departments  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  the  officers  herein  designated  therefor.  Said  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  citizens  or  taxpayers  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  without  confirmation  by  the 
board  of  aldermen.  The  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  sixty-six  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  and  of  all  other  acts  relating  to  the  departments 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  officers  or  employees  thereof,  except 
as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  applicable  to  said  depart¬ 
ments  and  the  officers  and  employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  departments,  except  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of 
seven  trustees,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  women ; 
during  the  current  year  one  of  said  trustees  for  each  of  said 
departments  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  two  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven ;  and  hereafter  in  the  year  in  which  any  term  or 
terms  shall  expire  a  trustee  or  trustees  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
year  of  appointment ;  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said  trustees 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  a  trustee  as  aforesaid  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  Said  trustees  shall  serve  without  compen¬ 
sation,  but  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duty  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  if  approved  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  the  board  of  which  the  trustee  incurring  such 
expense  is  a  member.  They  shall  organize  on  the  first  Monday 
of  May  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  who  shall  be  one  of  their  number  and  of 
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a  secretary  who  may  or  may  not,  at  their  discretion,  be  one  of 
their  number.  No  such  trustee,  nor  any  person  in  the  employ 
of  any  of  said  trustees  or  departments,  shall  be  interested  in  a 
private  capacity,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  agree¬ 
ment  for  labor  or  for  articles  furnished  for  any  of  said  depart¬ 
ments. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Children’s  Institutions 
Department  shall  be1  known  as  the  trustees  for  children,  and  shall 
have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relating  to 
children,  or  to  any  institution  or  place  in  which  they  are  confined 
or  detained  or  cared  for,  including  the  House  of  Reformation,  now 
conferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institu¬ 
tions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  except  as  to  children 
lawfully  committed  to  or  detained  in  institutions  established  for 
the  care  and  custody  of  the  adult  insane  paupers  and  criminals. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  pauper  institutions  trustees, 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  section  three  of  this  act, 
shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relat¬ 
ing  to  poor  and  indigent  persons,  or  to  any  institution  or  place 
in  which  they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  now  conferred 
by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Insane  Hospital  Depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  known  as  the  insane  hospital  trustees,  and  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  Boston  lunatic  hospital 
established  by  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-nine,  and  all  other  hospitals  that  said  city  has 
established,  or  may  hereafter  establish,  for  the  care  or  treatment 
of  the  insane,  and  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Insane  Hospital ;  and  said  trustees  shall  have  all  the  powers 
relating  to  the  insane  and  to  the  institutions  in  which  they  are 
confined,  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  upon 
the  institutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  6.  The  Institutions  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  and 
the  institutions  commissioner  shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  penal 
institutions  commissioner,  and  he  shall  continue  to  have,  exer¬ 
cise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  by 
the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  not  conferred  by  this  act  upon 
any  other  officer  or  board  of  trustees.  The  penal  institutions 
commissioner  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor,  appoint  one 
assistant. 

Sect.  7.  The  Institutions  Registration  Department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  institutions  registrar,  who  shall  investi¬ 
gate  all  questions  relating  to  the  settlement  of  paupers,  to  the  com¬ 
mitment  of  the  insane,  or  to  the  agency  for  discharged  prisoners, 
or  to  any  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  connected  therewith,  and 
report  thereon  to  the  department  interested  therein ;  and  shall 
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perform  such  services  relating  to  the  accounts  and  to  the  col¬ 
lection,  registration  and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating  to  said 
departments,  or  any  of  them,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said 
mayor  or  by  the  officer  or  trustees  in  charge  of  any  of  said 
departments,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor.  Said  registrar 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  such 
other  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  Said  major  shall  quarterly,  in  the  months  of  June, 
September,  December  and  March,  and  at  such  other  times  and  at 
such  places  as  he  shall  appoint,  hold  conferences,  at  which  may 
be  present  said  penal  institutions  commissioner,  said  institutions 
registrar,  two  members  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  boards  of  trus¬ 
tees,  to  be  selected  by  such  boards  severally,  and  two  members 
of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  selected  by  such  board, 
to  consider  any  subjects  relating  to  the  work  of  said  departments, 
or  of  any  two  or  more  of  them,  or  to  the  co-ordination  of  such 
work,  and  at  said  conferences  said  mayor  shall  preside. 

Sect.  9.  The  City  of  Boston  may  take  and  hold  any  real  or 
personal  property  which  may  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or 
devised  to  and  accepted  by  it  for  the  benefit  of  any  one  or  more 
of  said  departments  or  of  the  persons  under  the  care  thereof. 
Such  property  or  the  income  thereof  shall  be  used,  applied  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  lawful  directions  of  the  donor  thereof, 
by  the  officers  in  charge  of  such  department  or  departments. 

Sect.  10.  Any  officers  or  employees  of  the  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose  tenure  of  office  or  position  may 
be  affected  by  this  act  or  the  carrying  out  thereof,  may  be 
appointed  to  similar  positions  in  said  city  at  any  time  within  six 
months  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  civil  service  exam¬ 
ination  or  enrolment. 

Sect.  11.  No  veteran  holding  an  office  in  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  removed  or  suspended, 
or  shall  without  his  consent  be  transferred  from  such  office  or 
employment,  except  after  a  full  hearing  before  the  mayor,  and  at 
such  hearing  the  veteran  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  and  to 
be  represented  by  counsel.  Such  removal,  suspension  or  transfer 
shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  order  of  the  mayor.
